Response to Arguments 



2. Applicant's arguments filed 9/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

3. In response to applicant's arguments regarding -the rejection of claims 1-9, more 
specifically claims 1, 4, and 7, wherein on pages 1-2, applicant asserts that the 
reference of Ho does not disclose a "printed wiring board" or a "memory board". The 
examiner respectfully disagrees as the reference of Ho does disclose such features. 
Particularly, Ho states that the expansion memory sockets can be located in a computer 
to which it is well know that expansion memory boards are inserted into a larger printed 
circuit board containing the base memory and other processing components (see 
column 3 lines 29-34). Also, Ho states that the base memory and the expansion 
memory are physically associated with the central processing unit (CPU) (see column 3 
lines 37-39). In addition, Ho uses the terms module and board interchangeably 
throughout the description of the invention. It can be seen from column 3 lines 27-40

that the expansion memory boards are inserted into module sockets, or board sockets, 
of the memory subsystem "10", which in a computer system is inherently a printed 
circuit board. Further, the expansion memory boards are printed circuit boards (see 
column 1 lines 19-23 and column 3 lines 16-20) and as such are inserted into a socket 
that is part of a larger printed circuit board, as seen in conventional computer systems 
and as set forth in the reference of Ho. Additionally, the memory subsystem "10" also 
comprises a programmable logic device (see column 3 lines 40-47), which is known in 
the art to be an integrated circuit, a chip of some sort, that can be connected to a 
printed circuit board to aid in the performance of complex functions. Therefore, it can 
be seen from the above evidence that the memory subsystem "10" is a printed wiring 
board containing expansion memory sockets to which expansion memory boards can 
be inserted to increase memory capacity.
